IN its weekly review of finance and 


trade, tho Nation (New York) of the

Last year 
this credit balance was largely offset 
by thu selling of American securities 
by European holders. This year 
they have few such securities to sell, 
and tho credit balances will be paid 
in specie. This IB tho expectation 
in London; tho Bank of England 
has booir preparing for it'ever einco 
last J une, when the rate of discount 
was advanced to 4 per cent. Tbe 
bank has been gaining specie all 
summer from the Continent, and 
now, that a large surplus has been 
accumulated, tho bank has this week 
reduced its rate of discount to 3 per 
cent., and will probably offer none of 
tho usual resistance to an export of 
spocio to this country.
